deal happier tliau they are at present, and 
thciy are not so very miserable either. 


"They lind themselves in tbe predica- 


ment of being married and yet semi-di- 
vorced and so intricate urn the ways of the 
law that Mrs. McMonagle may possibly 
discover that she will have to get divorced 
from a mau to whom she doesn't know 
whether she is married or not in order that 
she may reman y a man from whom she 
does not know whether she has been di- 
vorced or not. 


•'The Superior court of Middlesex coun- 


ty will next week try to settle the question 
whether Mrs. McMonagle is really married 
and if so to whom. 
"It all came about in this way: About 


14 years ago Mrs. McMonagle, whose 
maiden name was Hannah S. Allen, and 
Mr. McMonagle where married in Lowell. 
They lived happily together for more than 
10 years), aud two 'ihildren were born to 
them." 


Then follows a sketch of the family 


troubles leading up to the securing of a 
divorce by Mrs. McMonagle from her hus- 
band. 
"In 1891 she applied for a divorce and 


the court granted her a decree nisi. This 
is a conditional divorce which may be made 
absolute at the end of six months only up- 
on formal application. 
"Either Mrs. McMonagle did not under- 


stand the technicalities of the law or else 
she forgot to make the formal application. 
At any i ate she supposed she was rid of 
Mr. McMonagle forjgood and all. 


So when Mr. Phelps came along and 


took pity on her lone condition and told 
her how sorry he was that she should work 
so hard to support her children, and how 
lie would like to help her she accepted his 
proposal and they were married, or at least 
the ceremony was performed over them by 
a Baptist minister. 
"For nearly a year Mr.and Mrs,Phelps— 


or Mr. Phelps and Mrs. McMonagle,which- 
ever it was—lived very happily together in 
Lowell, never dreaming that any complica- 
tion could arise or that there were any 
clouds on the title to their inatrimontal es- 
tate." 
Then follows an account of Mr. Mc- 


Monagle's turning over a new leaf, aud the 
awakening of his attachment for his wife. 
It is further stated that a lawyer was con- 
sulted in regard to the steps ,necessary for 
Mrs. Phelps to become Mrs. McMonagle 
again, with the result that a decision was 
given the that marriage to Mr. Phelps 
might or might not be legal. 


The court could annul the decree nisi, 


but there was a question about that, on 
account of the marriage to Mr. Phelps. 


The lawyer advised Mr. McMonagle to 


appear in court and let the judges straight 
eu out the kinds in the case.'

CHRISTIANS 


Are in Danger In Persian 


Territory. 


BRUTAfc 
MURDER 
OF 
AN 


AMERICAN MERCHANT. 


In Which the Moslems of a Whole 


City Took Part. 


YOKK, Oct. 30.—Much uneasiness 


is felt by tbe missionary societies in this 
city cm account of reports of continued 
persecution of Christians which are beiug 
received 
from their representatives in 


foreign lands. 


Tbe latest of these reports to Rev. Mr. Gil- 


man, secretary of the American Bible »o- 
riety, came yesterday, through a letter from 
Rsv. W. L. Whipple, agent of that society 
iu Persia. The latter was dated at Tabrise, 
Sept. 9 lust, and contained a 
graphic ac- 


count of the murder of an American 
Christian ia 
Oroomab, a short time 


before. 


"There has been a grave state of affairs," 


says Mr. "Whipple, "in Oroomah since ] 
wrote you last, an uprising of the Mos- 
lems against the Christians. There was a 
mob of Moslems led by theological stu- 
dents of the Mullahs against an Ameri- 
can merchant, H member of the Protest- 
aut church. They circulated a falno re- 
port about him, and inflamed the rabble, 
until, finally, he was dragged from his 
shop and hurried off to the largo mosque 
near by. He was severely beaten on th« 
way. When they reached the mosque, 
some want d to kill him at once, others 
tried to save him. He was given aa op- 
portunity oi becoming a Mussulman, but 
this tie said h<s would not do. He asked 
five minutes iu which to pray and prepare 
for death. 
{ 


A Dastardly Deed. 


"While he was praying, some say, one 


Moslem stabbed bin. in the back with an 
hnnjar, the long Persian poniard. Then 
others stabbed him until he died. It is 
stiid that there were more than 400 atab 
wounds on his body. They then put a 
rope around his neck and droggod his 
body to the out^r wall of the city and 
threw it Into a ditch of stagnant water, a 
very foul place. They killed a dog and 
threw it in by his side. 


"There was great excitement, of course, 


all the day, and th rente were freely naude 
that now was the time to massacre all the 
'Christian dogs' in the city and thuu put 
a stop to the proauiyting. Several Nes- 
toriaus and Armenians were 
severely 


beatun during the uprising and had to flee 
for their lives. 


'"i'he Christians nre very much fright- 


ened, and some have fled to other places. 
There seems to be unusual animosity ou 
the part of the Moslems against them. 
They suy thfc Christians are getting rich 
and holding up ;heir> heads, and soon they 
will rise up and take their land end rel'gion 
from them. It ia a fact that the Christians 
are advancing in learning and wealth, but 
it is one of the results of the gospel." 


Iu concluding his letter, Mr. "Whipple 


speaks of the reported bad health of the 
Shah of Persia, and the likelihood of his 
death at DO distant day. The present ithah 
ia more than 03 years old.

Three have made 
confessions. They expected to get any- 
where from $40,000 to $50,000.

Rev. W. L. Whipple, agaut of that society 
in Persia. The latter wan dated at Tahrise, 
Sept. 9 lust, and contained a graphic ac- 
count of the murder of an American 
Christian in 
Oroomah, a, short time 


before.

"There has been agrav* state of affairs,' 


says Mr. Whipple, "In Oroomah since ] 
wrote you last, an uprising of the Mos- 
lems against the Christians. There was a 
mob of Moslems led by theological stu. 
dents of the Mullahs against an Ameri- 
can merchant, a member of the Protest, 
ant church. They circulated a false re- 
port about him, and inflamed the rabble, 
until, finally, he was . dragged from his 
shop and hurried off to the large mas 
near by. He WILS severely beaten on this 
way. When they reached tha mosque, 
some WHnt--d to kill him at once, others 
tried to save him. He was given an op. 
portunity ol becoming a Mussulman, but 
this he said he would not do. He aslced 
five minutes in which to pray and prepare 
far death.

A Dastardly Deod. 


"While he was praying, some sny, one 


Moslem stabbed him in the back with an 
hnn}ar, the long Persian .poniard. Then 
others stabbed him until he died. It is 
said that there were more than 400 stab 
wounds on his body.* They tben put a 
rope around his naok and dragged his 
body to the outGr wall of the city and 
threw it into a ditoh oC stagnant water, a 
very foul/place. They killed a dog and 
threw it in by his side. 


"Thera was great excitement, of course, 


all the day, and threutd .were freely made 
that now was the time to maagacre all the 
'Christian dogs' in the city and thuu put 
a stop to tha proselyting. Several Nes- 
torians and Armenians were severely 
beaton during the uprising and had. to flee 
for their lives. 


"QChe Christians ara very much friftht- 


ened, and some have fled to other places. 
There seems to be unusual animosity on 
the part of the 'Moslems againat' thein. 
They say tht Christiana are gettlnjr rich 
and holding .up 'vheir-heiids, and soon they 
will rise up and take their land and religion 
from them. It ia'afacC that the Christians 
are advancing in learning.and wealth, bat 
it is one of tbe results of the gospel." 


In concluding his' letter, Mr. Whippla 


speaks of the reported bad health of the 
Shah of Persia, and the likelihood of bis 
death at.no distant day.

The exemption of muni- 
cipal bonds was the first matter taken up. 


City Solicitor Bailey of Boston appeared. 


He said that he understood that Comtuiss- 
sioner Endicott had stated tbat were the 
bonds exempted the state would lose sever- 
al millions of 
taxable 
property. Mr. 


Bailey tlidnot wisli to address the commit- 
tee, since ho had done so previously, but 
wished to tear Mr. Eudicott. 


Mayor Farr of Holyoke thought it would 


be an advantage to have municipal bonds 
exempted. 
J. J. IMcktnan of Lowell intimated that 


it was the opinion of the treasurer of his 
city that municipal bonds should be ex- 
empted. 


Commissioner Endicott presented statis- 


tics concerning municipal bonds. 
He 


showed the amount derived from the taxa- 
lion of the'bonds, and stated that were it 
lost the state tax would have to be increased 
to make up the deficit.

A Big- Deficit iii National Finances at 


£nd of Fiscal Year.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18. 
The 


senate was called to order at 10 o'clock this 
morning but a quorum was not present. 
The report of the treasury showed that if 
the financial situation does not change 
there will be a deficit of $350,000,000 at the 
end of the year.

she and Mr. McMonagle would be a great 
deal bappier than they aro at present, and 
tbcjy aro not so very miserable either. 


''They ilnd themselves iu the predica- 


ment of being married and yet semi-di- 
| voiced and so Intricate are the ways of the 


law that Airs. Mc&lonagle may possibly 
discover tliat sho will have to gel divorced 
from a man to whom she doesn't know 
whether she Is married or not in order that 
she may remarry a man from whom she 
does not know whether she has been di- 
vorced or not. 
"The Superior court of Middlesex coun- 


ty will next week try to settle the question 
whether Mrs. MeMonagle is really married 
and If so to whom. 
"It all came about in this way; About 


14 years ago Mrs. McMonagte, whoso 
maiden name was Hanuah S. Allen, and 
"Mr. McMonagle where married in Lowell. 
They lived happily together for more than 
10 years, and two children were born to 
them."

CHRISTIANS 


Are in Danger in Persian 


Territory. 


BRUTAL 
MURDKR 
OF 
AN 


AMKRICAN MERCHANT. ' 


Which the Moslems of a Whole 


City Took Part. 


NEW YOKK, Oct. 20.—Much uneasiness 


is fell by the missionary societies ia this 
city op account of reports of continued 
persecution of Christfavas which are being 
received 
from their representatives ID 


foreign lands. 


The latest of-these reports to Rev. ME. Gil- 


man, secretary of the American Bible so- 
eioty, cam* yesterday,.through a letter front 
Rev. W. Ii. Whipple, agent of that society 
in Persia. The latter was dated at Tabrise, 
Sept. 0 last, and contained a graphic ac- 
count of tbe murder of an American 
Christian in 
Oroomah, a short time 


before. 


"There has been af?rave state of aff&irs," 


says Mr. Whipplo, "in Oroomah since 1 
wrote yon last, an uprising of the Mos- 
lems against the Christiana. There was a 
mob of Moslems led by theological stu- 
dents of the Mullahs against an Ameri- 
can merchant, a member of the Protest- 
ant church. They circulated a falae re- 
port about him, and inflamed the rabble, 
until, finally, ha waa dragged from his 
shop and hurried off to the large mosque 
near by. He was severely beacon on the 
way. Whet) fchey reached the mosque, 
some wanted bo kill him at once, others 
tried to save htm. He was given an op- 
portunity oi becoming a Mussulman, bat 
this he said "he would not do. He asked 
five minutes in which to pray and prepare 
for death. 


A Dastardly Deed. 


"While he was praying, some say, one 


Moslem stabbed him in the back with an 
hanjar, the long Persian poniard. 
Then 


others stabbed him until he died. It Is 
wrfd that there were more than 400 stab 
wounds on his body. They then put a 
rope around his neck and dragged his 
body to the outer wall of the city and 
threw it into a ditch of stagnant water, a 
very foul place, They killfci a dog and 
threw it in by hia eida. 


"There was great excittinaent, of course, 


all the day, and threats were freely muds 
that now was the time to massacre ttU the 
'Christian dogs' in the city end thus put 
a stop to the proselyting. Several Nes- 
toriuns and Armenians were severely 
beaten during the •uprisina and had to flee 
for tteir lives. 


^The Christians are very much fright- 


ened, and some huve Sad to other placos. 
There seems to bo unusual animosity on 
the part of the Moslems against them. 
They sny the Christians are getting rich 
and holding tip their beads, and soon they 
will rise Tip and take their land and religion 
from them. It Is a fact that the Christians 
are advancing in learning and wealth, bat 
it is one of the results of the gospel." 
la concluding his letter, Me. Whipple 


speaks of the reported bad health of th»

The latest atebeeem ports to Rev. Mr. Oil- 


man. secretarr of ,the- American Bible so 
liely, came yesterday ^through a letter from 
Rev. W. L. WbqiplE, Jigent of-that aociEly 
in Persia. Tbe latter was dated at Tahcise, 
Sept. 0 lust, and contained a graphic ac- 
count of the murder erf an American 
Christian in 
Oroomah, a short time 


before. 


"There has been a grave state o£ affairs, " 


says Mr. Wiipplc, "in Oroomah since 1 
wrote you last, an uprising of the Mos- 
lems against the Christians. There was a 
mob of Moslems led by theological stu- 
dents of the Mullahs against an Ameri- 
can merchant, a member of tbo Protest- 
ant church. They circulated a false re- 
port about him, and inflamed the .rabble, 
until, finally, ho was dragged from his 
shop and hurried off to the larg e mo&iue 
near by. He was severely beaten on the 
way. When they reached the mosque, 
Borne wanted to kill him at once, others 
tried to aave him. HE was given an op- 
portunity of "becoming a Mussulman, but 
this he said to would not, do. He asked 
flva minutes in whicn to jiray and prepare. 
far death. 
A Dastardly Dead. 


"While he wta praying, some say, one 


Moslem stabbed him In. the back with an 
nanjar, the long Persian poniard. Then 
others stabbed him until he died. It la 
said that thore were more than 400 stab 
wxiundg on hla body. They then pat a 
rope around his neck and dragged bis 
body to the outer wall of the cSty'and 
threw it hi to a ditch of stagnant water, a 
very foul, place. They kffied a dog and 
threw it in by hie Bide. 
iLThcro was great .exojtciment, .of course, 


all the day, and threats were freeiy mods 
that now was the time to massacre all the 
'Christian dogs' in tha ci*y end thus put 
a stop to the proselyting. Several Nea- 
torlans and Armenians were severely 
beaten during the uprising and had to flee 
for their lives.

**7he Christians ara very much fright- 


ened, and some hare fled to other places. 
There scerna to be nn usual animosity on 
the part of the Moslems- -against tb.0m. 
They sny the Christians are getting rich 
and holding up their heads, and soon they 
will rise Tip and take their land and religion 
from them.. It is-a fact that the Christians 
are advancing in learning and wealth, bat 
it is one of the resales of the gospel. "

want of work to Honorably support their
